"If the Mayor and his committee want to,..go Jinto'the damage question, the Times wonid 
like to submit a few facts: To begin with, it knows that a very wealthy Catholic capitalist 
recently declined to invest in a Louisville proposition because of the scurrilous and uatriM A. 
P. A. campaign made by the Bq^Uoan committee -«t the fall election. Here is a definite in- 
stance of daiu^fe done that ean not be charged to Mr. Harris. The Bepnblican organ was sown 
with aoti-CathoIic innuendo for weeks before the election. Men who are now occupying Judi- 
cial and other offices, and some of the foremost private citizens, signed an advertisement cal- 
culated to arouse religiobs prejudice. Shoddy anti-Catholic organs, published elsewhere but 
remarkably full of reUgioas 'argument,"- were circulated by the thonwnds. The 'piyilc circu- 
lar', against wUeh Doctor BfoUlns righteoosly inveighs In another column of the limes to- 
day, was distributed widely in the interest of the Republican tieket." 

Rev. Dr. E. Y. MuUins, President of the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, said in 
a published letter: "The odiousuess of the pink circular as a political method appears when an- 
other list of names issued by the BepubUcans in a tract entitled 'Some Things You Should 
Know About.' It gives a Ust of tho present police force, and oontains 847 names. On that list 
there are ninety-eight Baptists, or a fraction over 28 per cent, of the total. On the pink circu- 
lar there are ninety-one names of Democratic candidiatee and a little over twenty names of 
Catholics on the corrected Hats; that is the Catholics number a fraction over 27 per cent. oY 
the total. Now, if 27 per cent, of Catholics prove a sinister bargain with the Democrats, does 
not 28 per cent, of Baptist policemen prove a sinister bargain between Republicans and the 
3aptists? That is the clear indication of the pink circular. Baptists today have twice as 
many policemen as any other denomination and seven times as many policemen as any other one 
denomination. Do the Bepublicans mean to boycott the other denominations? Now, I do not 
believe the Republicans are trying to bribe the Baptists or boycott others more Hhan I believe 
the' Democrats are trying to bribe the Catholics. There are valid reasons for the 27 per cent, 
of Catholics aiid for the 28 per cent, of Baptists, iif my opinion. If not, let the whole truth be 
known. Baptists will be the first to revolt against any corrupt combination of political parties 
with religious bodies. I have written tbe abow ttrnfij as a protest agatsst what \o pa is an 
unworthy political appeal." 

The senthnents expressed above by a^Protestant editor and a BapUit Bdnlster esn be 
construed to mean that serious damage was 4one to Louisville by the Louisville Herald, the 
Republican leaders and the Republican Campaign Committee, which attacked Catholics living 
and dead.

Morris Oifford, Mrs. James A. Leech, Mrs. Herbert Bronner, Al- 
fred LeOros, Charles F. Huhlein, Henry Q. Knadler, B. Bemheim, C. C. Mengel, C. C. StoU, Mar- 
vin H. Lewis, Ben L. Bnmer, Chester K. Reed, Richard M. Bean, Arthur Peter. The above 
list are the ones referred to by the Louisville Times as "foremost private dtizens" and they 
should take the lead in repairing the damage done to Louisville's good name and the injustice 
done Catholic dtixens. If they lead a movement to- destroy religious political prejudice in this 
titj thaj win have done a good work and eamedihs gratituds of all fsir4Bindsd cMmbs.

Harding. Special prayers Cor the 
rucOBse of the conference hkvre been 
ordered l)y prelate." in many parts 
of the United States. Archbishop 
Haooa, of San ' Fraaolsoo, ntko aa 
Cbatrman of the Administrative Comr 
mittee of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Council was on-e of tho.se who 
Signed the original letter, directed 
to PreeUent Hardinc, aaldaff talm 
to have the United States take the 
Initiative In a movement for disarm- 
ament and world peace. Arohhishop 
H«yea baa said with mucli perti- 
nenoe: 

"It eeems to me aa obvious truth 
that the ambition to have the larg- 
est army or the most powerful navy 
te o<be of the most unholy of all 
national 4dsaU. Its honesty of pur- 
pose may well be questioned on Ks 
very face. Constant will be the 
t&mptation to iry out surh etiKinofl 
Of destruction on the weaker. Pre- 
texts easily arise to force issues of 
so>oalled Justice and nftUoaal Iwxnor 
tbjut would never be tbougbi of. if 
indght could not make right. Tlie 
limitation of armaments is s long 
step towards unimMl and' paman- 
nant peace."
